Suppression of Civil Liberties 
Prelude to Fascism Is Claim 

Johannes Steel, Radio Commentdtor Interviewed by 
Daily— Declares Nazi Persecution oi Minorities 
Unwise — College Journalism Lauded 
for • Courage 



«TpHERE Is no such thing as Com- 
munism anywhere on the 
North American Continent," stated 
Johannes Steel, commentator on 
international affairs for the Knick- 
erbocker Broadcasting System of 
New York, In an interview with the 
Dally last evening. Fascist dictat- 
ors, such as Hitler and Mussolini, 
have used the Communistic bogey 
as a guise under which they per- 
petrated more crimes than could be 
enumerated. The argument that 



Mussolini and Franco have invaded 
Spain to make it safe for Christian- 
ity is ludicrous. 

All dictatorships and the resultant 
decline of all cultural and scientific 
activities came to power as a result 
of the gradual abrogation of civil 
liberties, such as through padlock 
laws. Ambitious politicians use 
these devices to perpetuate their 
office. 

Mr. Steel declared that he be.

NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



A great exodus from Nanking, 
China's capital, was under way as 
the Chinese defence system between 
Shanghai and Nanking threatened 
to break imder the savage thrusts 
by Japanese forces. 

The Government ordered all war 
wounded removed into the interior 
from Nanking which has been cen 
tre of the army hospital system. 

By highways, river and canals 
the civilian population left Nan- 
king by thousands, spurred by re. 
ports of destruction Inflicted on 
Soochow, between Nanking and 
Shanghai, by Japanese bombing 
planes. The normal population of 
Nanking is more than 1,000,000. 

Seven hundred bombs within 30 
hours were said to have made a 
shambles of Soochow, city of 260,- 
000 some 50 miles west of Shang- 
hai, keypoint in China's "Hinden- 
burg Line," formerly one of the 
country's most picturesque and 
prosperous cities. 

Government officials remained in 
Nanking. The Government an- 
nounced determination to defend it 
to the last. This raised fears Nan- 
king would suffer punishment 
similar to that of Soochow. * 
Vangiiards of the Japanese ar- 
mies, heavily reinforced by 'newly 
arrived ^troops, were reported 
within 12 miles ot Soochow, having 
swept westward after the capture 
of Kunshan, , 20 miles cast of 
Soochow, 1. 



BRITISH. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
remained in the seclusion of his 
home today whilia Viscount Halifax 
was preparing to leave for Berlin 
tomorrow afternoon— a day earlier 
than originally planned. 

Mr. Eden was feeling the effects 
of the heavy pressure of work at 
Brussels and officials said he was 
suffermg a slight chill when he re- 
turned 'yesterday. Accordingly, he 
thought it advisable to spend Uie 
day hi bed as a "precaution." 

Meanwhile, there was every in- 
dication that last night's conference 
between Mr. Eden, Lord Halifax 
and Prime Mmistex Neville Cham- 
berlain had patched up any differ- 
ences of opmlon over the impendr 
ing mission to Germany. Mr, Eden 
apparently received some satisfac- 
tion and gave some in return. The 
result is that Lord Halifax will 
leave with the public blessing of 
the Foreign Office and with the 
professional diplomatists of White- 
hall agahi in.cont^l to some extent 
over the Cabln^'s emlssary. 

The mission will be kept informal 
as far as possible. It was em- 
phasized that the talks with Chan- 
cellor Hitler would be "conversa- 
tions" rather than a. conference. 
There will be no cut and dried 
agenda and of course no Anglo- 
German "bargain" at this stage, al- 
though both Lord Halifax and Mr. 
Hitler will have a fairly definite 
idea in advance of the subjects on 
which the British Government 
wishes to learn Germany's view 
Iioint.. 



FRENCH 

Former Premier Andre Tardieu, 
in a courtroom alternately ringing 
with cheers and laughter, today 
faced Colonel Francois de la 
Rocque, extreme Rightist leader, 
and called hiiji a "traitor." 

Tardieu testified on behalf of 15 
men whom de la Rocque sued for 
slander, on thp ground they charged 
him with accepting Government 
"secret funds." 

Tardieu declared these charges 
were true, that de la Rocque, for- 
merly chief of the disbanded Fascist 
Croix de Feu, actually received 
250,000 francs (about $8.300) la 
Government bribe money for his 
pledges of support. , He concluded 
his testimony with: 

"De la Rocque is a traitor. He 
always has been a worker for his 
own profit. I address myself: to the 
fine men he bétrayed, and affirm 
that in telling the truth about their 
unworthy chief it Is they I wish to 
serve." 

Tardieu said his successor as 
Premier, Pierre Laval, continued 
the payments to the Rightist leader. 

De la Rocque, scarcely audible 
in the stormy courtroom, shouted: 
"Tàrdieu has lied." 

Back came the former Premier:" 
'De la Rocque is the last person 
to give me that insult The saying 
has become a proverb, 'A liar- like 
de la Rocque.' " 

Earlier de la Rocque's 'admission 
he wrote Tardieu letters contain- 
ing phrases like, "I am ready to put 
myself at your orders," raised 



CANADIAN 



George F. Powell, British Social 
Credit technician, was convicted in 
Alberta Supreme Court today of 
publishing defamatory libel know- 
ing it to be false, and was sen- 
tenced by Mr. Justlcë W. C. Ives 
to six months In jail with hard 
labor. The sentence was accom- 
panied by a recommendation for 
deportation. 

Declaring signs were not lacking 
that there is growing turmoil and 
disrespect for the law in Alberta, 
Mr. Justice Ives said Mr. Powell 
was in part responsible. The next 
step that could be expected was 
turbulence, and when that devel- 
oped breaches of the peace could 
be expected. His Lordship re- 
marked. 

Sentencing of Mr. Powell, who 
came to Alberta last June from 
Lonàon as an adviser to the Albeirta 
Social Credit Board, came after Jo- 
seph H. Un win. Social Credit Mem- 
ber of the Alberta Legislature for 
Edson, was sentenced on the same 
charge last Saturday. 

Mr. Unwin was sentenced to three 
months in jail with hard labor. He 
was convicted by a jury and sen- 
tenced by Mr. Justice Ives, and an 
appeal has. been launched. Mr. 
Powell elected non-jury trial before 
Mr. Justice Ives. The charges in 
both cases developed from publica- 
tion, of fi^ pamphlet entitled "Bank- 
ers| TiMrà^K {iaat named nine Ed-

Attorney Challenges Quebec 
Authorities to Padlock 
Redpath Library 



J^^ L. CÀLDER, K.C., former 
Crown Attorney and specif' 
prosecutor for the Federal Gov- 
emment, who recently cha,l 
lenged Quebec authorities to 
padlock the Redpath Library 
"because ; of its communist 
books," will address an open 
meeting of students Wednesday 
afternoon at 5 p.m., in the Ball- 
room of the Union. The subject ' 
of his talk is "Free Speech in the 
Province of Quebec." Mr. Calder 
Is the attorney for the Civil Liber- 
ties Union, which was . recently . 
formed. 

A second, feature of the meeting; ' 
sponsored by the Social Problems 
Club, will be a discussion of the re- 
cent banning of the film, "The Life 
of Bmlle Zola," in the Province of 
Quebec. "Emile Zola" attracted the 
praise of all local critics, when 
it was previewed at a private show- 
ing, and has been given an A^l 
rating by the American League for' : 
Decency, to which many Catholic 
organizations are affiliated. 

TO DISCUSS PADLOCK. 

In his speech, Mr. Calder wiU deal 
with the Padlock Iaw which has 
been censured by meeting in 
Toronto of the Canadian Bar Asso- 
ciation. The Padlock Law was' 
passed last spring by the Quebec 
Legislature, and states that any 
building in which communistic 
propaganda or books are published^.i 
can be padlocked. The terni'^ 
"communism" is riot defined. 'Very 
recently this law was condemned 
by C. S.. Reed, K.C., well-known 
Canadian constltuAonal lawyer. He 
claimed that the Act was ultra- 
vires since it infringed on rights 
which belonged to the Federal 
power. Under the Padlock Law, a 
French-Canadian newspaper has 
been padlocked, and raids have 
been conducted on a local book- 
shoï). ' ' 

Mr. Calder, who claims to have 
three hundred years of French 
ancestry behind him, and describes 
himself as a "Catholic ank capital- 
ist, but a lover of free speech," 
has offered to defend any one. 
charged with the accusation. . As 
attorney for the Civil Liberties, 
Union, he has maintained that , he:.', 
will bring the Padlock Act before;- 
the Privy Council of .London, if 
need arises. " y 

FOUGHT RACKETS, ) 

Mr. Calder served in the Great ' 
War. As Crown Prosecutor he 
figured in the fight against the 
gangster .rackets, whicli were or- 
ganized in Montreal. It is claimed 
that he was largely responsible for 
preventing Montreal from becoming 
a rendez-vous for American crimaj 
Inals, Mr. Calder is said to 
"pure democrat," and neither à 
radical nor arch-conservative.

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The Longer View 

^ In the normal course of events, a 
democracy is sooner or later compelled to 
determine what limits are to be imposed 
on the activities of extremist groups. At 
the outset the overwhelming majority will 
agree. Any extremist body which seeks to 
spread its doctrines through the use of 
force 'and violence must be made to feel 
the full weight of public, authority. 
Remove ; this condition ^ and democratic 
government gives, way to anarchy— gov- 
ernment which should be exercised by the 
elected representatives of the people is 
usurped by the mob. 

From this point on, however, a cleavage 
of opinion will develop. Some citizens will 
insist that non-comformists and malcon- 
tents whose opinions are repugnant to the 
majority of the population ijaust be sup- 
pressed. This path of action is an obvious 
one to take... It tends to give government 
that swiftness and decisiveness of action 
■ which seem to bring lustre to the 
. totalitarian states of Europe. 

Many other citizens will deprecate 
this policy and assert that in the long run 
. it can never pay, despite its short term 
advantages. In their view, so long as 
minorities keep within the law they must 
be given. the ri^t to state their case, even 
if their opinions are repugnant to many. 
^I^^JOace this condition is removed, the line 
#1 :of demarcation between democratic and 
! • totalitarian government can become very 
, ■ faint indeed. 

Regardless of ethical precepts toler- 
ation is a sound strategy. Minorities, 
driven underground will not hesitate to u^e 
subversive methods, and this coupled with 
the ad(}ed advantage of their being 
regarded as martyrs can make them a real 
danger to the stability of the community. 

Furthermore, once a campaign of 
repression is begun, it is not always easy 
to judge where it will end. Because of 
ytbis even where it may be deemed 
temporarily expedient to suppress certain 
groups, it is all the more desirable to 
precisely define the powers which are 
granted to the authorities. No business 
can operate on a blank-check system; 
neither can a democracy. 

That toleration is in the long run a 
paying proposition is attested to by the 
experience of the oldest of democracies — 
^England. She has even given territorial 
recognition to this principle by setting aside 
parks where orators may harangue what- 
i|iver solitary individuals gather about them, 
sfiiit let anyone go much as heave a brick 
Ipiive inches and be will swiftly discover to 
his sorrow that British freedom has very 
well-defined limits and that a bobfey's 
baton is just as hard as that of a Nazi 
S.S. man. 

That well-meaning individuals and 
even governments should today plan to 
Iff: forsake a tried and tested tradition of 
democratic government is perhaps inevit- 
able, The times are troubled, and many 
are led to longingly dream of a totalitarian 
"Utopia. The harsh realities of today are 
blastbg these misguided dreams. A' year 
or two ago, demoçrïicies were still in the 
doWr?raig,.8od dictatorships seemed to be 
îoV^Dg ' ahead. Today shootings, bread- 
jBs. and war have scraped away the 
jabby veneer from tho totalitarian state 
Md;' exposed its rotting interior. The 
'ciazen yvho sees tbçse realities will think 
ideeply ' before }ie eadorges a .course of 
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action, which despite its immediate 
advantages will \n the long run bring ruin 
to the community. .

MUSIC 



Moderns by Pelletier. 

^ PROGRAM of novel choice was 
presented at last Friday's Co.ncert 
Symphonique in Plateau Hall, under the 
direction of Wilfred Pelletier. Four or 
five diverse styles were represented, indi- 
cating how varied modem music may be. 
Once again conducting and performance 
were excellent. The joy of good acoustics 
was also a source of pleasure. 

' Rachmaninoff's second symphony in 
E Minor is akin in spirit to the splendid 
second piano concerto, broadcast on 
Sunday from New York. Higlily tuneful, 
richly orchestrated it flows with, an easy 
motion. It owes much to Tschaikowsky, 
but is more restrained. The music has the 
sad, repressed constraint.of the author's 
ovra physiognomy. Like Rachmaninoff's 
mask-like countenance, it portrays great 
sensitivity, unlimited talent, but also the 
ache, the disappointment of a soul that has 
missed greatness, missed happiness. .... 
"Had I been, two, another and myself". 
Yet he is one of many, and the music is 
beautiful. 

The "Scythian Suite" of Serge 
Prokofieff, a leader of Soviet music,, came 
next. "Not long ago the writer heard this 
work in Paris, conducted by the composer. 
On that occasion Prokofieff followed the 
Suite, ^yhich was composed in 1916, by the 
third piano concerto of about 1920, and 
"Lieutenant Kije" of 1934. This séquence, 
illustrated how he has outgrown his early 
style of wild, arrhythmic, cacophony in 
favour of a severe, much simpler, more 
melodic form. His whole idea has always 
been to divorce emotion from music and to 
purify intellectual: : expression. This led 
him for many years into very complicated 
experiments which he appears to have 
eventually resynthesized into a simpler and 
more economical style. The "Scythian 
Suite", however, is an example of the early 
stage. It is full of the provoking novelties 
which we associate with the old Russian 
ballet, and which some of us find hard to 
take seriously. It is good fun, rather 
nerve-racking, but strikes rib very profound 
response. Its function is that of all 
stylized abstraction in "art— experiment 
beyond the cooyentional range of . feeling. 
Hitler calls it a menace, a plot against the 
aesthetic soul. - We prefer to tolerate it. 
What is poor and fraudulent will die 
naturally; and leave less smoke behind if 
it bums itself out. 

Enough of Russia. Gabriel Faure 
died in 1924, one of France's modem idols. 
His "Elegie" for 'cello brought some ex- 
cellent work from Roland Leduc, the guest 
soloii^t. It is pleasant music, extremely 
supple and composed with an easy mastery 
which makes it seem more naive than it 
really is. Leduo's second contribution 
was a cheery Hungarian Dance by the 
Bohemian 'cellist, David Potter. 

The finest number came last. THe 
Ottorino Respighi was Italy's pride and 
joy, and a just pride too. Whether one 
feels like studying its 'program* or not, 
"The Pines of Rome" remains lovely 
niusio; a graceful mirror of .beautiful Italy. 
Dawn on the Januoian Hill, as the third 
section is called, has some very effective 
sustained passages; one can almost feel the 
colours change, The March of Time 
entitled the Appian Way, which forms ttie 
finale, is effective orchestration on a very 
vital rhythmic foundation. The audience 
was definitely carried away as M. Pelletier 
turned its powerful scoring to excellent 
account, 

^F.N.G. 
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An Ideal Childreh's Concert. 

'J'HAT children may enjoy and show 
genuine enthusiasm over good music 
was demonstrated again on Saturday 
afternoon when Wilfrid Pelletier conducted 
tho second of this season's "Matinees 
d'Initiation a la Musique Symphonique", 
sponsored by Les Concerts Symphoniques 
de Montreal. 

These concerts are designed to give 
young people an introduction to tho 
symphony— the orchestra and its music, 
and they are eminently successful. Mr. 
Pelletier, who acts both as conductor and 
commentator, is as admirable in his 
handling of his youthful audience as he is 
in his directing; Each selection by the 
orchestra is preceded by his explanatory 
comments; instrumental combinations, 
themes and rhythms are explained simply 
and entertainingly. The atmosphere is 
informal and happy, children, adults and 
the orchestra too, enjoying themselves 
thoroughly. Thanks to Mr. Pelletier, 
Montreal can now boast of ideal children's 
concerts. 

Two surprises were in store for 
Saturday's audience, one most pleasant. 
The program was devoted principally to 
the music of Handel. First Mr. Pelletier 
p/esentcd the life and work of the composer 
in a talk replete with anecdote and legend. 
Then the orchestra was heard in the short 
"Pastoral Interiude" from "The Messiah", 
four extracts from the "Water Music", of 
which the spirited "Bouree" and the gentle 
"Air" were most effective. The Dance 
Suite from the opera "Alcina", which 
followed, is especially appealing to a young 
audience, the suggestive "Songes Agré- 
ables" and "Songes Funestres" giving broad 
scope to the imagination. 

After a brief question period, in which 
the audience was made to work for a few 
moments, Mr. Pelletier presented his first 
surprise, an unexpected^^solpis^--ïlose 
Bampton. Miss Bampton;''"(introdUced as 
Mme. Pelletier) was heard in several songs 
and arias by Handel, the best of which was 
the declamatory "If Guiltless Blood Be Thy 
Intent" and in the oft-sung "Air de Lia" 
from Debussy's cantata "L'Enfant Prodi- 
due." Miss Bampton, who appeared here 
last as a contralto, is now a soprano — a 
soprano with a mapifioent lower range. 
Her fine shading and lovely sustained notes 
were a joy to hear. 

The program closed with' the second 
surprise, the premiere performance of a 
new work by Herbert' Spencer, a Montreal 
musician. The work, "Sur Lea Bords Du 
Saint-Laurent", is a noisy melange of "En 
Roulant Ma Boule", "Vive La Canadienne" 
and several other French-Canadian airs, 
closing with two triumphant bars of "0 
Canada"* The harmonies are strange in 
many spots and demand a second hearing- 
if such an opportunity will ever arise.

S.CM. BARRED FROM STU- 
DENTS' SOCIETY ACTIVITIES. 
Have 'you taken sides in this issue? 
Are you like the ignorant, willing 
to pass judgment and to become 
anti without proper knowledge of 
facts? Are you willing to accept 
dogmatic rule? Are you suffering 
from a cold, dead, dismal servitude 
to uniformity, or is it just an acute 
case of apathy? 

The present Students' Council, 
through its chairman, Mr. Everett 
Crutchlow, states in the Daily of 
Tuesday, November &th, that the 
issue concerns the judiciary powers 
of the Council with regard to stu- 
dent affairs on the campus. 

The Student Christian Movement 
agrees that this is the issue. The 
S.CM. adds that It has never chal- 
lenged the constitutional and demo- 
cratic rights of the CouncIL The 
S.CM. has always supported the 
idea of a council which has the 
function of furthering and co-ord- 
inating all student activity as well 
as directing and controlling those 
which have a general and non- 
sectional appeal. Further, the S.CM, 
has indicated that it approves of 
the idea of regulating all financial 
appeals. It realizes that^* too many 
financial campaigns are a nuisance. 

But the Movement did not plan 
a "general" campaign, which would' 
cover tho campus as a whole. It 
took pains to explain to the Coun- 
cil that its appeal was to he mainly 
to "member and friends." Only 263 
students were canvassed in the 
actual appeal. Can anyonia who 
knows anything about the S.CM. 
activities say that this movement 
does not involve as many as 263 
students in its variety of activities, 
study-groups, open houses, general 
meetings, Spring Camp? Then 
clearly the campaign could not have 
been of a general character. 

The Council was anxious to re- 
gulate financial canvassing of all 
students. With this stand the S.CM. 
was, and still is, in agreement. It 
did not for one moment contradict 
this position In its latest campaign. 
To prove that' It really supported 
the Council's general attitude on the 
matter of financial appeals, it eli- 
minated any use of posters on the 
campus, or of publicity in the Daily. 
AH that was done was to contact, 
éither personally or by telephone, 
263 students, and ask them to con- 
tribute to the funds of an organiz- 
ation in which they were partici- 
pating or interested. The official or- 
gans, committees, or buildings of the 
Students' Society were not employ- 
ed for the campaign. 

Does such a restricted campaign 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
Council? 

Have not individual clubs, not 
under the direct "supervision and 
control" of the Council the right to 
exist on the only basis open to 
them, namely, a financial canvass 
of members and friends? Every 
club needs some funds. According 
to the Students' Council's stand on 
the S.CM. campaign, societies must 
not make any financial canvass 
without authorization of the Coun- 
cil.. That is, the Council assumes 
the right to decide whether these 
organizations can exist at all. 

Thus the issue does not end on 
the question of finances, tl goes 
much farther, Accordmg to the 
way the present Council interprets 
its powers, it logically follows that 
the Students' Council could make It 
impossible for any student group to 
do anything without the authoriza- 
tion of the Council. If the Council 
does not agree with the programme 
of any club, it may then, according 
to its own interpretation, "ban" 
them from the Students' Society 
and therefore the Daily. It may 
call them an "outside organization." 
Has the Students' Society given, or 
does it wish to give, the Executive 
Council the right to control in this 
way all clubs and societies on the 
campus? This is the issue of juris- 
diction. 

S.CJ». AN "OUTSIDE ORGANI- 
ZATION"? 

The council has called the S.CM, 
an "outside organization." Would 
It not be more correct to say that 
the S.C.M., like flie imiverslty, Is 
not under the Jurisdiction of the 
council? Does the fact that the 
university is not under the juris- 
diction of the council make it an 
"outside organization? Mr. Crutch- 
low (Compared the position of the 
Student Christian Movement on the 
campus to that of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. Now without deprecating the 
work of an organization like the 
SP.C.A., it must be stated that there 
is a slight difference between the 
role that the S.CM. and the S.P.CA, 
play on the campus. 

The S.CM. played a prominent 
role in organizing the first Student 
Council at McGiil. Is this the work 
of an '-'outside organization?" 

The S.C.M. founded the McOUl 
Handbook (Freshmen Bible). Is this 
the work of an "outside organiza- 
tion?" 

The S.CM. founded the Book Ex- 
change. Is this the work of ah 
"outside organization?" 

The S.CM. sponsors the Pit, a 
non-profit-making restaurant at 
which hundred^ çi studenta leat 
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every day. Is this the work of an 
"outside organization?" 

The S.C,M. helped initiate the 
first organized freshmen pro- 
gramme, In 1936. Is this the work 
of an "outside organization"? 

Strathcona, Hall, the S.CM. head- 
quarters, is open to all students, and 
is used for meetings by groups of 
students who find, it difficult to 
meet elsewhere. The Student 
Christian Movement has attracted 
hundreds of students to Its meet- 
ings, and brought prominent speak- 
ers to the campus. Is this the work 
of an "outside organization"? 

I reiterate the issue is one ol 
jurisdiction over clubs and societies, 
not under the direct control and 
supervision of the Council, which 
would like to function on the 
campus and use the faciUtles of the 
Students' Society. These clubs have 
a right to hidependent existence 
because they are of a special and 
not a general character. The Issue 
of finance is merely part of the 
broader problem. 

Engineers and other University 
men and women, I appeal to your 
critical sense, and your unbiased 
understanding!

While the general opinion of Mc- 
Gill seems to be very high, we 
sometimes hear criticism of her. 
Of ten-^times it is deserved. There is 
one criticism that Is heard more 
often than any other, and for that 
reason it deserves careful consid- 
eration. It Is that McGill Is not suf- 
ficiently progressive. 

At no time does McGill lead the 
way in radical changes. This, in 
tho main, is a sound policy, and one 
well befitting the dignified conser 
vatism of Old McGill. Now, how 
ever, McGill has the opportunity to 
lead the way for Canadian univer- 
sities along a ....path that has been 
thoroughly tried in some of the 
better American institutions. 

We have, for the first time, a hall 
of residence for men. It was in 
tended, when it was built, to have 
it run almost completely by the 
students. This resolution seems to 
have fallen by the wayside. 

While we feel strongly sympa 
ethetlc with the Governors in this 
matter, we do not think that the 
requirements of tactful handling 
need to be carried as far as they 
have. The promises in th^prospec- 
tus should be kept. 

Student government, when tried 
at such famous American universi- 
ties as Harvard and Dartmouth, has 
had many beneficial effects, and few 
harmful ones. 

There Is no doubt that. If student 
government were allowed here, stu- 
dents would demand that the pro 
fits from the porter's office tuck 
shop go to some work which they 
could see, such as books for the 
library, rather than for another hall 
of residence. There would be, in 
all likelihood, a _small yearly fee for 
magazines and Christmas gifts for 
'the help. , 

In addition, the residents would 
probably want to be allowed to 
bring women through the building 
—in the afternoons at least. Certain 
statements in the prospectus, such 
as the provision of pantries for 



cooking evening snacks, and the use 
of a workshop, would probably be 
carried out. There are few of us, 
however, who will dispute the jus- 
tice of these claims, provided only 
that th^ are demanded by the 
majority of the residents. 

I hope that this' matter will be 
completely investigated and that 
our new Principal will consider the 
question thoroughly after he as- 
sumes o£fice.

and express opinions on so impor- 
tant a, subject, howled down people 
who wanted to bring to the atten- 
tion of the chairman his mistakes 
in following proper parliamentary 
procedure—that disorder, I say, was 
disgusting and shamefuL And to 
call such a meeting "orderly" is, to 
put it simply, wrong. The writer 
should be suspended for a major 
inaccuracy. 

Secondly, to the meeting itself. 
My sympathy goes out to Dean 
Hendel on his realization of what 
the intelligence of the .students in 
tiis faculty is like. It is shocking 
to learn that the largest faculty of 
a university which is intellectually 
on a par with the greatest universi- 
ties of the world, has students of 
such a low gi^ade of. understanding 
and tolerance as was demonstrated 
on Tuesday evening. At first when 
the motion of postponement was de- 
feated, some thought that those who 
voted against were anxious to get 
the question aired and discussed 
immediately, instead of ' wsdting 
through long delays. As the discus 
sion proceeded, — or was not allowed 
to proceed— it became obvious that 
all they were anxious for was to 
get the whole affair over with as 
soon as possible, without regard as 
to whether it was properly discuss 
ed or not. jSuch action .needs no 
comment. It reminds one of the 
action of some students at the City 
Hall a few weeks ago. 

Finally, to the procedure. It may 
interest the chairman of the eve 
ning to note that the resolution of 
confidence in the Students' Execu- 
tive Council passed by the meeting 
was entirely unconstitutional and 
invalid. When, after), siraie discus- 
sion, the question was moved and 
seconded, the chairman assumed 
that all discussion of the original 
motion was out of order. He was 
wrong. Any motion requires dis. 
cussion and a vote. Someone moved 
the question, and someone seconded 
the motion. Before discussion ceased 
there was required a vote on that 
motion, and if the vote was favor 
able, then discussion on the origin, 
al motion would cease. There was 
no vote taken, discussion was stop, 
ped by the chairman, and the orig- 
inal motion put to (Tyote. This vote 
then, was invalid, and actually has 
no power now in the minutes of the 
meeting. It is as though it were 
never passed,

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE 

STUDENTS OF McGILL. 
No notices of Student Christian 
Movement events are now being 
allowed in the McGill Daily. S.C.M. 
members . and friends who have 
paid their subscriptions to the 
Daily are now deprived by 
arbitrary action, of this service. Is 
it fair that any group of students 
be deprived of any facilities which 
they support? We wish to lay the 
whole question before you, the 
Student Body of McGill, and to 
ask your consideration, ' 

We would call your attention to 
the part the Student Christian 



Movement has played in the student 
life of McGill. For over thirty 
years it has kept open house at 
Strathcona Hall for the students of 
McGill and has given them the use 
of its club rooms without receiv- 
ing any grant from the Students' 
Society. No membership fees have 
been charged and no distinction 
has been made between members 
and non-members of the Student 
Christian Movement, except for vot- 
ing fit general meetings and hold- 
ing office. Hundreds of students 
from outside Montreal, many of 
them from foreign countries, have 
found Strathcona Hall an inexpen- 
sive and convenient place in which 
to live. 

For years the Student Christian 
Movement published the Handbook, 
conducted the book exchange, in- 
spected and. listed student rooming 
houses, and held Freshmen recep- 
tions, before responsibility for them 
was assumed by the Students' 
Council. Many projects for the 
welfare of the student of McGill, 
including the Students' Society it- 
self, have been initiated and en- 
couraged by the Student Christian 
Movement. Members of the Student 
Christian Movement participate 
fully in many phases of student 
life. 

If the program of the Student 
Christian Movement is to continue 
on the same basis in the future, a 
certain amount of financial support 
must be received from students, 
beyo.id that contributed by mem- 
bers. For some years past, the can- 
vasses of the Student Christian 
Movement have been restricted to 
the students who have shown some 
interest in this work. Many stu- 
dents not active in the organization 
have contributed in recognition of 
its service to students. 

In October when the Student 
Christian Movement proposed to 
conduct its usual financial canvass, 
the Students' Council, without due 
warning and with no opportunity 
for consultation, passed a ruling to 
the effect that "no financial cam- 
paigns or financial canvassing shall 
be held on the campus without spe- 
cial authorization of the Council." 

Time was a very important factor. 
The canvass had to be carried 
through as planned or be postponed 
for at least a month. A second 



factor was that the order of the 
Council on such short notice seemed 
unreasonable. But the determining 
reason has to do with the relation of ' 
the Council to student organizations 
on the campus. This is an issue 
larger than the question of a finan- 
cial campaign, and of wider concern 
on the campus than to members of 
the Student Christian Movement-It 
is, as the Council has said, "the 
jurisdiction of the Council." 

The Student Christian Movement 
has always supported the idea of a 
Council which has the funcUon of 
furthering and co-ordinating all 
student activity on the campus, as 
well as directing and controlling 
those which have a general appeal 
and are subsidized by the Council. 
Further, it agrees with the Council 
that general finance campaigns need 
to be co-ordinated and regulated. 

The present issue, however, raises 
new points. As far as we can ascer- 
tain, the relationship of the Stu- 
dents' Council to- non-subsidized 
student organizations is not dealt 
with in the Society's constitution, 
and has not yet been given careful 
consideration. What rights have 
such organizations on the campus 
and what control, if any, should 
the Students' Council exercise over 
them? 

This has an application far wider 
than the present difference between 
the S.C.M. and the Students' Coun- 
cil. It brings up the whole question 
of the right of groups of students 
to establish and maintain organiza- 
tions of their own choice in the 
pursuit of special interests. These 
questions are of vital concern to 
all students. 

The Cabinet of .the Student 
Christian Movement is anxious to 
co-operate with f.the Executive 
Council of the Student Society in 
attempting to find a satisfactory 
solution of these pressing problems.
